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SUMMER SCHOOL FOR HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 
June 6 to August 26, 1921 


A system of state education consists of public schools and in- 
stitutions of higher learning. To be successful, this system must culti- 
vate close codperation among all its parts. This school has been 
organized to assist the high schools of Texas, both affiliated and un- 
affiliated. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL SITUATION 


Hundreds of high schools in Texas have no affiliation with the 
colleges. Many others have only a few units of affiliation. There is 
always a percentage of the graduates from such schools who desire 
to attend college. Recent investigation would indicate that only one 
in ten of these graduates, without special preparation, succeeds in 
passing the entrance examinations, to full freshman standing. The 
College of Industrial Arts wishes to aid the worthy and capable 
graduates of these unaffiliated high schools, to enter college in 
September. 

Many eleventh grade students of the affiliated and unaffiliated 
high schools require but one or two units in order to be graduated. 
Some should remove conditions imposed by failure. Others, by tak- 
ing certain subjects in the summer, may assure their graduation at 
the next mid-term or spring exercises. This school will be conducted 
as a model high school for high school students of the eleventh grade. 
The student will have her summer record properly certified back to 
her Principal or Superintendent. 


THE SUMMER SCHOOL IN THE PLACE OF ENTRANCE 
EXAMINATIONS 


The authorities of the College of Industrial Arts believe that 
three months of daily study and recitation in essential subjects, under 
competent instructors, together with a strong high school record in 
required subjects, is a better test of the student’s ability to do fresh- 
man work than an entrance examination given without preparation 
by the student, and under the distracting conditions at the opening 
of the Fall Quarter. This being the belief of the College, 
students who do satisfactory work in prescribed subjects during the 
summer, and who secure from the Director of the Summer School 
for High School Students recommendations indicating the student’s 
ability to do freshman work, are given conditional freshman standing 
without further examination. 

Classes are organized by the Summer School for High School 
Students in all subjects generally offered in the eleventh grade of 
Texas high schools on the condition that a sufficient number of stu- 
dents desire such subjects. In addition to the eleventh grade subjects, 


classes are organized in plane geometry, which is generally com- 
pleted in the tenth grade. 


THE FACULTY 

The instructors of the Summer School for High School Students 
have been chosen for their preparation and competence from among 
the most successful high school teachers of the state. They are well 
qualified in training and experience to instruct and to direct high 
school students who attend the Summer School for the purpose of se- 
curing additional high school units, or who aspire to enter the fresh- 
man class in September. 


EQUIPMENT 


Upon the attractive campus of seventy-five acres, there are well 
equipped buildings for every needed purpose of study, recitation, liv- 
ing comfort, and recreation. 


REGULATIONS 


The girls in attendance upon this Summer School will be under 
the same regulations that control the college girls, except that they 
are not required to wear the college uniform. All students of this 
school reside in the college dormitories. 


ADMISSION 


Each student must present her high school record properly cer- 
tified by her Principal or Superintendent, showing that she has com- 
pleted the tenth grade of a standard high school, or its equivalent. 
If the student has not a uniform high schood transfer blank she may 
write to the Registrar of the College for high school record blank, 
form “B 2.” 


EXPENSES 


Tuition, board, laundry, books, stationery, and incidentals should 
not cost more than one hundred and twenty-five dollars ($125.00) for 
the Summer School of three months. For particulars concerning fees 
and charges see Bulletin No. 85. 


WHAT MAY BE GAINED BY ATTENDANCE? 


1. College entrance without the formal examination. 
The saving of a year of time and expense. 
3. If the student is not successful in entering college September 
20, she may usually hasten entrance by at least three months. 
4. The securing of credits highly useful in completing work for 
her high school diploma.
